Election For 


Absorbing Districts 


A t the council m eeting W ed­ 
nesday m orning the fact w as dis­ 
cussed 
th at 
prelim inary 
work 
m ust be started soon if 
P a l m 
Springs is going to vote this sea­ 
son on the absorption by the 
city of the Palm Springs Police 
Protection and Fire 
Protection 
districts. 
These two districts, created be­ 
fore the city of Palm Springs was 
incorporated, are located entirely 
w ithin the city lim its of the vil­ 
lage. In all incorporated cities the 
fire departm ent and the police 
departm ent are departm ents 
of 
the city itself. It is felt th at the 
functions of these districts would 
be better coordinated if the dis­ 
tricts w ere absorbed by the city 
and that more economy of ad­ 
m inistration would probably be 
effected. 
City A ttorney Roy Colgate stat­ 
ed at the council m eeting that he 
thought it would be best to hold 
the election late in A pril or early 
in May, after the A pril 20 taxes 
have been paid. It is problem atic­ 
al w hether or not the A pril 20 
district taxes cou’d be collected 
if the districts w ere absorbed by 
the city before A pril 20, it was 
asserted at the meeting. 
According to the discussion, 50 
voters of the district m ust sign 
a petition asking for an election, 
before an election can be held. 
The petition m ust be presented to 
the county board of supervisors, 
w hich body will hold a hearing 
on the subject. A fter the hearing 
the supervisors set the date for 
the election.

Becomes Effective 


January 12 


A t a meeting of the city coun­ 
cil 
Wednesday morning t h e 
much-discussed new zoning or­ 
dinance 
for 
Palm 
Springs, 
which has been argued, stud­ 
ied. revamped and re-argued 
for months, was passed unan­ 
imously and becomes effective 
on January 12, 1940. 


Probably no zoning ordinance 
has ever been given m ore careful 
consideration than Palm Springs' 
ordinance.

Become Famous 


For Gliding 


Already famous as “America’s 
Foremost Desert Resort,” Palm 
Springs m ay soon gain new fame 
and recognition as a glider and 
soaring center of the nation; in 
fact, so near is the realization of 
this dream for the village th at it 
is possible that a national soar­ 
ing contest may be held h ere this 
season. 
Localites began to consider the 
possibility of developing soaring 
as a sport here last sum m er when 
a German glider enthusiast took 
off from here and soared up over 
Mt. San Jacinto and back to Palm 
Springs in his motorless plane in 
only four and one-half hours, set­ 
ting a new unofficial altitude rec­ 
ord for the United States for mo­ 
torless planes. This G erm an soar­ 
ing pilot reported th at conditions 
ehere are excellent for gliders. 
Thomas Wolfe, vice-president 
of W estern Air Express, w as here 
Tuesday when the Cham ber of 
Commerce and the m ajor hotels 
were hosts to some 70 travel ag­ 
ency 
men 
from 
Los Angeles. 
While here Wolfe discussed with 
George Roberson and M. L. P eter­ 
son the possibility of developing 
Palm Springs as a soaring center 
of the West. 
Wolfe, an officer of the Soar­ 
ing Association of the West Coast, 
said that he will bring a glider 
to the village w ithin 10 days to 
make an official test of soaring 
conditions here, which it is un­ 
officially believed are the finest 
in the West. Wolfe w ill also bring 
w ith him prominent officials of 
various 
aircraft 
m anufacturing 
companies of the West. 
If the tests here substantiate 
the belief that soaring conditions 
here are unusual, Palm Springs 
may soon 
become the soaring 
headquarters of th e West. This 
would bring many glider plane 
enthusiasts to Palm Springs ev­ 
ery season to participate in their 
favorite sport during the winter 
when it is too cold to enjoy it in 
the East.

His talk, to 
which voung readers and their 
elders were invited, was held at 
the Palm Springs high school.

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NEV-CAL BUYS 
POWER LINES 
FROM M. W. D. 


F. O. Dolson, vice-president and 
general m anager of N evada-Cali­ 
fornia Electric, announces that 
the company has purchased high 
voltage lines of the M etropolitan 
W ater district, used for power 
during th e construction period of 
the aqueduct, which w ill be of 
great value in protecting future 
pow er service to the Im perial 
and Coachella Valleys, the cost, 
including some new connecting 
links w ith the Nev-Cal system, 
to be approxim ately $175,000. 
In com m enting on this acqui­ 
sition, Mr. Dolson said: “We are 
very pleased to announce that by 
acquisition of these lines of the 
M etropolitan W ater district, in­ 
cluding one from Colton to Caba- 
zon, another from Cabazon to the 
Coachella area in the Coachella 
Valley, and a third from our 
Lakeview substation in Riverside 
county to the San Jacinto tunnel 
of the M etropolitan W ater dis­ 
trict, we w ill be im proving serv­ 
ice in the San Jacinto and Hemet 
valleys and w ill be adding to the 
protection of the two valleys, as 
well as the Palo Verde valley, 
against danger of interruption to 
pow er service during heavy light­ 
ning storms. 
“The com pany will build a line 
from Colton to the San B ernar­ 
dino substation, to connect w ith 
its own system , and another from 
the new line in the Coachella 
valley to the Coachella substa­ 
tion. 
“In these changes we w ill ac­ 
quire 90 m iles of lines from the 
M etropolitan W ater district and 
w ill construct eight miles of new 
connecting lines. 
“The new lines, which will be 
pu t into commission on our sys­ 
tem w ithin a few weeks, have 
two-pole structures and a suspen­ 
sion type of insulators, and will 
give a new independent line into 
the Coachella Valley. 
“A portion of the new ly ac­ 
quired lines passes through an 
area that is visited by frequent 
storm s nad which in the past has 
suffered a m ajority of the inter­ 
ruptions on the old line to the 
valley. The present line has been 
one of two transm ission lines in­ 
to the Im perial valley, the other 
being the Rincon connection w ith 
the San Diego Consolidated Gas 
& Electric company, which was 
also im proved last year by the 
substitution of new suspension

insulators

protection 
against storm interruptions,” Mr.

Unusual Books 


Exhibited At 


Desert Inn Gallery 


Mrs. H arriet Day, curator of 
the D esert Inn Gallery, announc­ 
es th at her a rt gallery has ju st 
acquired 
two 
rare 
"fore-edge” 
paintings — for the uninitiated, 
that m eans th at the books have 
paintings concealed und er the gilt 
covering of the “fore-edge.” 
The “fore-edge” painting is re ­ 
vealed when the leaves of t h e 
book are flexed in a certain way, 
but it is entirely hidden to t h e 
casual observer who is unaw are 
that a "fore-edge” is present. 
A young American artist, L y­ 
man Young, has revived the art 
of 
“fore-edge” 
painting, 
and 
though proper books are alm ost 
inaccessible, he produces a lim it­ 
ed num ber every year. The Des­ 
ert Inn Gallery is fortunate in 
having these tw o books to show 
in P alm Springs. 
“Fore-edge" painting was orig­ 
inally done by Samuel Mearne, 
book binder to Charles II of E n ­ 
gland, in the latter p art of the 
71th century. The art reached its 
peak of tradition around 
1800 
when m iniature painters 
w ere 
employed in th e libraries of the 
nobility to paint “fore-edges" as 
a m eans of identification and for 
special gifts. The tradition is a l­ 
most exclusively English. 
W hen books began to be p rin t­ 
ed u nder mass production m eth­ 
ods, th e art w as almost com plete­ 
ly abandoned, 
since th e more 
modern papers used 
in books 
made 
“fore-edge" painting im ­ 
possible. 
One of the two books being 
exhibited in the Desert Inn G al­ 
lery is a “double fore-edge.” This 
means that there are tw o hidden 
paintings instead of one and th at 
the book is ju st twice as am az­ 
ing. These two- books are well 
worth seeing, and the D esert Inn 
G allery has indicated th at visi­ 
tors a re welcome to call at the 
gallery to see them.

This 
new ordinance extends the two- 
hour parking area to include the 
block of Palm Canyon D rive be­ 
tween A renas Road and Tahquitz 
Drive. 
It w as reported that the “sign 
ordinance" is being rew ritten by 
the city attorney. It and the 
“trails ordinance” will probably 
be introduced at the next council 
meeting. 
The city attorney was instruct­ 
ed to tak e action against those 
who have not paid their business 
licenses for this year. 
It was reported that the ordin­ 
ance providing for a donation by 
the city to the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce w ill be presented at the 
next m eeting of the council.

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THE FRUITS OF FREEDOM 


(Editorial written by MELVIN JONES, editor 
of THE LION, official publication of Lions In­ 
ternational, which appeared in the December 
1939 issue of that publication.) 


Soon it will be Christmas. 
Between now and then many of us will 
meet in groups— at our Service club meetings, 
at community gatherings, in church. Some of 
us, between now and then, will place our fam ­ 
ilies in automobiles or on swift trains and jour­ 
ney to other parts of the country for Christ­ 
mas. On Christmas day most of us will gather 
our fam ily groups and attend the services at 
our church. 
These things, and many like them, we do 
naturally, unhesitatingly, without a thought 
of asking if we may. We do them as though 
all mankind had always been thus privileged. 


Yet that is not so. 
These things, and 
many others like them, are the fruits of free­ 
dom. 
Not always could people gather at will for 
whatever occasion they chose. 
Not always 
have 
men and women been able to move 
freely from one part of a country to another, 
without showing cause to some official. 
Not 
always have men and women peacefully and 
publicly made their way on Christmas day 
to a church of their own choice, to worship 
their God freely and in their own fashion. 
These are among the fruits of a freedom 
that we have taken centuries to win. 
Not 
lightly should we accept and enjoy them. 
Even now there are those in the world 
who do not enjoy these privileges we take 
for granted. 
There are still countries where 
people may not go to church and worship in 
freedom. 
There are still countries where 
men dare not meet together, at any season, 
w ithout a special permit and an official “ob­ 
server.” 
Countries there are where you do 
not step into your car and travel several hun­ 
dred miles to visit friends or relatives at 
Christmas without first answering to a ques­ 
tioning official. 
Freedom is an ancient tree that at times, 
has languished, and again has blossomed and 
yielded rich harvests. 
When neglected, its 
fruits are lost; but when it is carefully tend­ 
ed, its yield is bountiful and full of blessings 
to all. 
Christianity came to a world that knew 
little freedom. 
But the spirit of freedom has 
nourished all religions, and in turn has been 
nourished by them . 
Freedom has given us 
schools and widsepread knowledge. 
Free­ 
dom has 
developed 
our 
inventions 
and 
brought to us the streamlined train, the air­ 
plane, the car for every family, 
the inex­ 
pensive radio, the dollar watch. 
No part of 
our life but is richer from the magic stimulus 
of freedom. 
Man’s history has been filled with taboos; 
but one by one freedom has removed them, 
placing in their stead a useful article, a bet­ 
te r ideal, or a greater service. 
Once it was 
taboo to worship in any but the official way. 
Once it was forbidden for any but a few to 
own property. 
Once it was forbidden for 
merchants to be prosperous. 
Once it was 
forbidden to assemble. 
Today these rights and privileges are 
part of our heritage. 
In this month of December, as we observe 
the birth of The Great Benefactor, let us, as 
we worship, pay full-hearted tribute to Our 
Lord whose teachings symbolize the spirit 
of a useful freedom that has guided many 
peoples to a better life. 
Among the many beautiful heritages th at 
will be ours at Christmas are the delightful, 
kindly institusion 
of Santa Claus, and the 
privilege of a Lion to piny Santa Claus; the 
inspiring strains of Holy Night and all the 
Christmas carols; and the majestic grandeur 
of a noble soul who said, “ Father forgive 
them , for they know not w hat they do." 
W hat visions of restricted liberty can be 
found in 
many 
parts of the world today, 
where many are not to enoy at the Yuletide 
season the fruits of freedom! 
Consider the prospects for Christmas in 
a state like Russia, where it is said of the 
dictator, “ he is not merely the despotic head 
of a vast state; he is also the infallible leader 
of a new faith .” 
As we gather around our 
Christm as trees with our friends, singing 
w ith 
deep feeling the most beautiful 
of 
Christmas hymns, “ Holy Night,” will they be 
singing it in the land where it was com­ 
posed? and will Santa Claus be welcomed 
w ith gay hearts in the country where much 
of his appealing lore originated? 
Here at home, around our cheery Christ­ 
mas trees, we can and we will enjoy our 
Santa Claus, our Christmas carols, our church 
services— and even in the very packages that 
come to us from off the Christm as tree we 
will see— the fruits of freedom.

fer. But we find it exceedingly 
difficult for us to get into the 
old village spirit when cars go 
whizzing by us on the streets 
of Palm Springs at speeds that 
would do Wilshire boulevard in 
Los Angeles justice, honking 
their horns at us slowly-travel­ 
ing villagers out for a joy ride 
until we feel as much out of 
place as an Iowa farmer in the 
big city. One of the first "ear­ 
marks" of a true village is slow 
travel, in keeping with the 
slow pace of village life. 
—Which brings us to comment 
on the traffic situation out on 
Paseo El Mirador. Residents on 
that street have almost given 
up all hope of enjoying one of 
the greatest advantages that a 
village has to offer, quiet 
nights for restful sleep. They 
assert that cars traveling at 
very high rales of speed tra­ 
verse that road at all hours of 
the day and night going to and 
from Rogers Stables, troubling 
their sleep at night and caus­ 
ing them to worry concerning 
the safety of their children 
during the day. The city coun­ 
cil has been showered with 
letters of objection from resi­ 
dents along Paseo El Mirador 
until this week that body took 
action instructing the police de­ 
partment to rigidly enforce the 
25 mile speed limit on that 
street. We are of the opinion 
that the only way to slow down 
traffic is to "dish out" a few 
heavy fines, irrespective of per­ 
sons. It is certainly surprising 
to what extent a $25 fine af­ 
fects the throttle. 
—We offer a toast to a fine 
group of young Americans. 


Jimmy Maynard and his Palm 
Springs Rescue club, for their 
splendid life saving work dur­ 
ing the last few years. The 
Rescue club is devoted to one 
purpose, the saving of human 
lives; and many times have the 
stalwart young men of this or­ 
ganization gone into the dan­ 
gerous. precipitous mountain 
canyons of this region, some­ 
times by day and sometimes by 
night, to rescue some lost hu­ 
man being. They do this work 
without 
compensation, f r e ­ 
quently taking time away from 
their jobs to risk their own 
lives to save that of another.

To purchase this 
much needed equipment the 
rescue club must depend upon 
what it can raise by sponsoring 
an occasional dance, upon do­ 
nations from private individu­ 
als. and upon money raised 
from its own members. We sug­ 
gest that no finer, more worthy 
cause can be found to donate 
to than the Palm Springs Res­ 
cue club, an organization de­ 
voted to saving human lives.

Trust In Women 
Causes Downfall 
Of Ex-Convict 


“Oh

Song" are the songs Roy E. Miles, 
57, ex-convict and race track em ­ 
ploye, is singing these days. Why? 
Because he recently brought two 
women to Palm Springs, assert- 
cdly spent the $425 (all he had 
to his name) on them, forged a 
check to pay for their apartm ent 
rent here, and then by way of ap ­ 
preciation was reportedly turned 
over to police last Sunday by one 
of these same two women. 
Here is how it happened, ac­ 
cording to Palm Springs police: 
Miles came to Los Angeles re­ 
cently from the East to w ork at 
a pay window a t Santa A nita as 
soon as that famous track open­ 
ed. He took a room at the B alti­ 
more Hotel in Los Angeles, and 
while doing the town struck up 
an acquaintanceship 
w ith 
tw o 
women, one a Mrs. Gessler, who 
later led Los Angeles police to 
him. 
Miles assertedly had $425 in his 
pocket w hen he m et the tw o 
women. He showed them a good 
time in Los Angeles, and then 
the three of them came to Palm 
Springs and took two cottages at 
the Casa Del Camino Bungalows, 
one for him and a cottage for 
the women. The three of them 
assertedly spent all of his $425 
and then he had no money left 
with 
which to pay for the cot­ 
tages w hen they w ere ready to 
return to the city. W hen he stall­ 
ed about paying the rent, one of 
the women assertedly called him 
a “cheap skate.” This m ade Miles 
mad so he w ent to the office and 
wrote out a $21 check for the 
rent; this was on Dec. 9. 
Mrs. Stella Rooke, ow ner of the 
Casa 
Del 
Camino 
Bungalows, 
later became suspicious of t h e 
check. She took it down to the 
local bank, which phoned 
Los 
Angeles and found that Miles had 
no account in the bank upon 
which the check was draw n. In 
the m eantim e Miles had left, re­ 
turning to Los Angeles. The check 
was on a Los Angeles branch of 
the Bank of America. 
The two women w ere still at 
Casa Del Camino Bungalows a ft­ 
er Miles had left. Mrs. Rooke told 
the women that she had learned 
that Miles had no funds in the 
bank and that his check was no 
good. According to reports, the 
two women then paid Mrs. Rooke 
for the ren t in cash. 
P n Dec. 12 "Miles was picked 
up by Los Angeles police. A s­ 
sertedly Mrs. Gessler, one o f his 
women 
friends 
on "the 
Palm 
Springs trip, led Los Angeles po­ 
lice to him. According to reports, 
she asked Miles to come up to 
h er room to visit, w hile a t the 
sam e tim e police w ere in the ad ­ 
joining room. He was arrested in 
h er room at the Roslyn Hotel. 
According to police, it seems 
that Mrs. G essler figured Miles 
would return to Los Angeles. She 
knew w here he lived there, and 
reportedly told Mrs. Rooke that 
she might be able to find him. 
She did. 
Miles is a form er inm ate of 
Folsom and San Q uentin prisons. 
He has also been in jail in the 
Philippine Islands. These old of­ 
fenses are many years back, how ­ 
ever, as he has assertedly been 
“going straight” for 15 or 
18 
years. He has no form er convic­ 
tion for forgery on his record. He 
is alias M. J. Cooper, the w ay 
he signed the check and register­ 
ed at Casa Del Camino. He has 
also gone by the nam e of Roy 
E. Wickers. 
Miles w as brought 
back 
to 
Palm 
Springs 
on 
W ednesday 
night of this week. Thursday a ft­ 
ernoon, w hen he was arraigned 
before Judge A lbert R. Hoffman, 
he pled guilty and was held to 
answ er to the Superior court of 
Riverside county. He was taken 
to Riverside this morning, F ri­ 
day, and lodged in the county 
jail to aw ait trial.

''Tops''Colonel 
Tells P.S, Lions 


Stating th at congress last year 
appropriated m ore money for the 
arm y and navy than ever before 
in the history of this country in 
tim e of peace and revealing that 
the Army A ir corps will reach a 
strength of six thousand planes 
by 1941, Colonel Rush B. Lin­ 
coln, 
com m anding 
officer 
o f 
M arch Field near Riverside, de­ 
livered an interesting address on 
the U. S. A rm y Air corps at this 
w eek's regular luncheon m eeting 
of the Palm Springs Lions club, 
Thursday noon at the D esert Inn. 
The 
colonel 
started out 
by 
pointing to the fact th at the arm y 
and navy are for defense p u r­ 
poses 
only. 
He 
discussed 
the 
A rm y air corps' present expan­ 
sion program , which will increase 
it to 6,000 first class planes, 45,­ 
000 enlisted m en and a sufficient 
num ber of pilots for an air force 
of that size. This expansion will 
be completed in 1941, he said. 
U. S. Air Force Tops 
The navy air force of the U. S. 
is the finest in the world; the 
arm y air force is as good as any 
o ther in th e world, the speaker 
asserted. W e are ahead of the 
other nations in the field of avi­ 
ation, and w e can stay ahead of 
them , according to Colonel L in­ 
coln. 
The training arm y and navy 
pilots receive in this country is 
vastly superior to th at of other 
nations,

Also this is a vast coun­ 
try w ith a varied terrain, thus 
the pilots of the U. S. learn to fly 
under all conditions. 
A ccording to the speaker, the 
present planes of this country are 
equal to those of any nation in 
the world, and the planes the U. 
S. is now designing and building 
are superior to those of any o th ­ 
er country. 
The 4-engine bombers of the 
U. S. A rm y cost about $225,000 
each, he said. The aircraft at 
M arch Field alone is w orth about 
$6,000, 000. 
M arch field is not a training 
school but a tactical group, he 
stated. Last year it consisted of 
120 officers and 1500 m en; now it 
is composed of 252 officers and 
3200 m en; and a year from now 
350 officers and 3600 m en w ill be 
stationed there. 
California Builds Planes 
The bulk of the factories m an­ 
ufacturing planes for the arm y 
are located in California, he said. 
The life of a fighting plane is 
about six years, although the 
arm y is now using some that are 
10 years old, according to the 
colonel. P ursuit planes are the 
only airplanes designed to fight 
in the air, the speaker pointed 
out, all other types are designed 
to com bat objects on the ground.
